The  main  purpose  of  any  school  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
individual  student.  To  achieve  this  aim,  the  faculty  and  admini¬ 
stration  of  Liberty  High  School  endeavored  to  create  an 
atmosphere  that  lent  itself  readily  to  learning  in  each  classroom 
and  in  each  activity  throughout  the  school.

True  student  self-evaluation  was  the  primary  goal  set  by  the 
English  department.  Every  course  included  in  this  curriculum  was 
designed  to  give  the  student  a  sharper  insight  into  his  present-day 
world  and  the  world  of  the  past.  The  graded  English  classes  placed 
emphasis  on  the  necessity  of  expression  in  the  most  perspective 
style  possible  and  the  importance  of  traditional  and  contemporary 
literature.  The  creative  writing  and  advanced  grammar  and  compo¬ 
sition  courses  provided  a  concentrated  analysis  of  the  finer  details 
concerning  American  writing,  both  in  fiction  and  in  the  essay.  In 
journalism  the  student  became  aware  of  the  power  of  the  press.  He 


learned  the  precise  but  interesting  style  used  in  newspaper  writing. 
Members  of  the  public  speaking  class  acquired  fundamental  skill  in 
effective  speech  through  research  work  and  participation  in  the 
class.  The  English  teachers  showed  interest  in  the  individuality  and 
achievements  of  each  of  their  students  by  encouraging  them  to 
enter  essay  contests  outside  of  the  school.  The  original  compo¬ 
sitions  written  by  the  students  were  constructively  criticized  by 
fellow  students  and  teachers.  The  short  stories,  personal  experience 
writings,  and  research  papers  demonstrated  the  depth  and  accom¬ 
plishment  of  the  English  department  at  LHS.

Science  9  introduced  basic  concepts  in  chemistry,  physics, 
astronomy,  earth  science,  and  biology  supported  by  introductory 
laboratory  procedures. 

In  biology,  the  study  of  plant  and  animal  life,  students  studied 
life  cycles  and  developed  an  appreciation  for  the  science  of  life. 
Also,  the  students  began  a  study  of  dissection. 

Chemistry  emphasized  laboratory  procedures  in  enabling  the 
student  to  understand  the  many  physical  and  chemical  changes  in¬ 
volved  in  the  universe.

Mathematics  has  become  increasingly  essential  since  the  incep¬ 
tion  of  the  nuclear  age.  It  is  the  basis  for  the  sciences  that  control 
our  nation’s  industry  and  military  programs,  and  it  provides  a  solid 
foundation  for  logic  and  reasoning. 

Two  years  of  math  were  required  in  each  curriculum.  Students 
following  a  general  or  vocational  plan  of  studies  encountered  basic 
everyday  problems  in  eighth  and  ninth  grade  math  and  consumer 
math,  while  business  math  provided  the  commercial  students  with 
applicable  material.  College  bound  students  chose  math  electives. 

Algebra  I  and  II  introduced  number  and  set  relationships  and 
unified  solid-plane  geometry  encompassed  the  properties  of  angles, 
lines,  and  solid  figures.  Advanced  students  studied  solid  geometry- 
trigonometry  and  advanced  algebra. 

To  prompt  interest  in  mathematics,  the  department  sponsored 
the  Matharama  in  November,  which  included  more  than  two 
hundred  exhibits  by  math  students.

The  world  of  tomorrow  presents  many  problems  to  the  present 
generation.  Realizing  this,  the  Social  Studies  Department  constantly 
worked  to  prepare  the  student  for  the  role  he  must  play  as  a  future 
citizen. 

The  department  offered  an  introduction  to  the  literature  and 
the  current  thinking  of  society.  This  enabled  the  student  to 
appreciate,  evaluate,  and  participate  more  fully  in  the  world  in 
which  he  lives. 

In  history  the  student  learned  of  the  development  of  material 
culture.  The  tracing  of  social,  economic,  political,  religious,  and 
aesthetic  institutions  showed  how  the  people  of  other  times  and 
places  made  their  adjustments. 

Geography  was  designed  to  give  the  student  a  survey  of  the 
physical  resources  in  major  world  areas  and  the  significance  of 
environmental  factors  on  economic  conditions. 

Government  classes  were  a  systematic  study  of  political  life  in 
the  modern  world.  The  classes  furnished  the  students  with  a  back¬ 
ground  necessary  to  understand  the  principles  involved  in  govern¬ 
mental  relationship. 

The  economics  classes  offered  the  student  a  knowledge  of 
economic  research,  investigation,  and  analysis;  also,  the  interpre¬ 
tation  of  general  monetary  economics  was  combined  with  a  study 
of  basic  principles  of  a  modern  economy.

The  Foreign  Language  Department  offered  courses  in  French, 
Latin,  and  Spanish.  The  instructors  endeavored  to  do  more  than 
teach  pronunciation  and  grammatical  fundamentals.  They  also 
sought  to  bring  alive  the  customs  of  the  countries  whose  language 
they  taught. 

Latin  students  translated  the  works  of  Caesar,  Cicero,  Vergil, 
and  other  Roman  writers.  They  copied  the  dress  of  the  Romans, 
re-enacted  a  banquet  scene,  and  observed  Slave  Day.  Members 
from  each  of  the  Latin  classes  took  part  in  the  annual  State 
Tournament  held  in  the  spring. 

The  French  students  followed  a  modern  language  procedure 
in  which  fluency  and  grammar  were  equally  stressed.  They  at¬ 
tended  L’ Alliance  Francasis  meetings  and  entertained  several  native 
Frenchmen  during  the  year.  These  visitors  answered  many  of  the 
questions  asked  by  the  students  concerning  the  customs  of  France. 

Students  in  the  Spanish  classes  corresponded  with  pen-pals 
from  the  Latin-American  countries.  Through  these  letters  they 
learned  of  the  every-day  life  of  the  people  living  there.  Spanish 
conversation  in  class  and  drills  in  grammar  added  to  the  stu¬ 
dents’  knowledge  of  the  language.  Classes  displayed  in  the  hall 
posters  depicting  Spanish  customs  and  the  Spanish  Club  presented 
the  play,  “Una  Nochebuena”.

Practical  courses  in  the  business  curriculum  gave  the  students 
experience  in  the  fields  of  industry  and  commerce. 

Typewriting  I  involved  the  mastering  of  basic  typewriting  funda¬ 
mentals  and  techniques.  Personal  typing  was  offered  for  the  first 
time  at  Liberty  High  School.  Students  who  did  not  plan  to  enter 
a  business  career  were  able  to  take  one  semester  of  typing  and 
one  of  notehand,  a  practical  application  of  shorthand.  Typewrit¬ 
ing  II  emphasized  speed  and  accuracy. 

Students  in  the  shorthand  classes  studied  theory  and  took  dicta¬ 
tion  in  the  first  year.  The  second  year  students  improved  their 
skill  by  taking  and  transcribing  advanced  dictation. 

Bookkeeping  students  learned  to  keep  accurate  records  through 
the  use  of  practice  sets.  General  Business  introduced  the  student  to 
the  business  world. 

Office  Practice  developed  proficiency  in  office  procedures.  The 
students  worked  with  adding  machines,  calculators,  dictaphones, 
duplicators,  and  typewriters. 

The  business  students  at  LHS  gained  a  background  which  pre¬ 
pared  them  for  further  education  or  for  a  good  job  following 
graduation.

Liberty  High  realized  the  effect  of  a  healthy  physical  condition 
on  the  mental  performance  and  social  behavior  of  its  students; 
therefore,  the  physical  education  department  planned  an  extensive 
program  of  training  for  the  eighth,  ninth,  and  tenth  grades. 

The  team  activities  of  soccer,  hockey,  volleyball,  and  basket¬ 
ball  trained  the  girls  in  the  fundamental  procedures  of  each  sport. 
The  girls  gained  poise  and  co-ordination  through  modern  dance 
steps.  The  tenth  grade  students  chose  their  own  music  and  deve¬ 
loped  solo  dances,  which  they  performed  in  the  auditorium. 

The  boys’  classes  studied  the  rules  and  players’  positions  of 
football,  soccer,  and  basketball.  The  ninth  and  tenth  graders  learned 
better  techniques  and  the  formation  of  plays  in  the  same  sports. 
They  gained  experience  for  making  a  school  team  or  for  appreci¬ 
ating  any  athletic  event. 

Tumbling  and  exercise  on  gymnastic  equipment  were  a  part  of 
every  physical  education  class. 

The  new  method  of  team  teaching  was  introduced  to  the  entire 
department.  Two  teachers  working  with  one  class  offered  individual 
instruction.  Students  studied  mental  and  physical  health,  first  aid, 
and  driver  training.  Class  skits  and  discussion  encouraged  the  par¬ 
ticipation  of  every  student. 

New  equipment  and  student  aides  enabled  the  faculty  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  complete  program  for  the  development  of  the  physical  fit¬ 
ness  of  LHS  students.

The  vocational  department  trained  students  in  valuable  techni¬ 
cal  skills  that  would  be  helpful  to  them  after  graduation. 

Future  homemakers  were  able  to  take  five  courses  in  home 
economics.  Four  of  these  were  related  studies  offering  specific 
instruction  in  home  management,  wardrobe  and  budget  planning, 
nutrition,  and  child  care.  A  general  purpose  class  for  seniors  in¬ 
cluded  a  basic  one  course  study  of  these  subjects. 

Students  taking  mechanical  drawing  learned  to  make  accurate 
drawings  of  three-dimensional  objects.  Electronics  students  began 
detailed  training  for  their  careers.  Drafting  classes  commuted  to 
Susie  Gibson  High  School  each  day  to  work  with  modern  equip¬ 
ment  in  that  field.

A  vital  segment  of  our  school  was  its  hard-working  staff.  Mrs.

The  eighth  grade  class  entered  Liberty  filled  with  anticipation  of 
a  new  world  of  high  school  life.  The  forming  of  new  friendships 
and  the  acceptance  of  responsibilities  made  the  class  a  vital  and 
united  part  of  the  school. 

The  election  of  members  from  each  homeroom  to  serve  on  the 
eighth  grade  council  acquainted  the  students  with  the  qualities  of 
leadership,  responsibility,  and  participation  needed  to  hold  an 
office.  For  the  first  time,  eighth  graders  were  allowed  to  join  clubs.

The  Liberty  High  Minutemen  opened  their  ‘67  season  with  a 
13-13  tie  with  Brookville.  The  first  touchdown  came  following  a 
60  yard  pass  from  Mike  Coleman  to  Frank  Bush.  Wayne  Bailey 
crashed  into  the  end  zone  from  the  3-yard  line  for  the  score. 
Mike  Coleman  contributed  the  second  TD  on  a  1-yard  plunge. 

In  the  second  game,  Liberty  faced  a  strong  Cave  Spring  team. 
However,  the  Minutemen  defense  effectively  halted  the  high- 
powered  Knight  offense  to  a  minimum  of  yardage.  The  game  ended 
in  a  disheartening  7-0  loss. 

The  Minutemen  trounced  Bassett  in  a  stunning  offensive  exhi¬ 
bition.  This  high-spirited  running  attack  reeled  off  more  than  400 
yards.  Mike  Coleman  covered  160  yards  and  ran  for  two  touch¬ 
downs.  Frank  Bush  carried  for  a  total  of  200  yards  and  a  well- 
earned  6  points.  Wayne  Bailey  added  the  final  score  for  an  impres¬ 
sive  26-13  victory.

The  1967-68  season  was  considered  to  be  a  complete  rebuilding 
year  with  only  one  starter  returning.  The  coaching  staff  planned  to 
build  everything  around  high— scoring  junior  Mike  Coleman,  The 
lack  of  height  and  depth  was  figured  to  be  the  weak  spot  in  the 
framework  of  the  team. 

The  season  opened  with  Mike  Coleman  pouring  in  40  points,  a 
new  school  scoring  record,  to  lead  the  Minutemen  to  a  79—61 
victory  over  Lord  Botetourt. 

The  following  night  Liberty  ran  into  red-hot  Brookville  and 
came  out  on  the  short  end,  74—71.  Coleman  again  led  with  32 
points  as  Bailey  trailed  with  15. 

The  Covington  Cougars  were  next  in  line.  Coleman  was  held  to 
19  as  the  Cougars  won  62—57. 

The  big  Red  got  back  on  the  winning  track  with  an  80—50 
homecourt  victory  over  Glenvar.  A  pressing  defense  in  the  third 
quarter  enabled  the  Minutemen  to  break  the  game  open  and  coast 
home  easily. 

Again  a  pressing  defense  and  hot  first  half  carried  Liberty  to  a 
76—65  win  over  Blue  Ridge  foe,  William  Byrd.  Coleman  led  a 
balanced  attack  with  35  followed  by  Wayne  Bailey  with  17. 

Liberty  traveled  across  the  county  to  battle  Staunton  River  on 
December  16.  After  a  nip  and  tuck  first  half,  the  Minutemen 
pulled  away  and  held  on  to  finish  with  a  68-61  win. 

The  Minutemen  recorded  their  fourth  straight  win  while  gaining 
revenge  over  Brookville,  76—49.  Coleman  tallied  25,  Strode  17,  as 
Liberty  ran  its  record  to  5—2.

The  Cave  Spring  Knights  padded  their  district  lead  by  bombing 
the  Minutemen  68—45. 

The  Amherst  County  Lancers,  leading  team  in  District  two, 
Group  Four,  stunned  the  Liberty  team  with  a  79—69  score. 

The  Minutemen  were  defeated  by  Northside  94—83,  but  the 
following  night  toppled  Covington  80— 71,  as  Mike  Coleman  fired 
in  his  1 ,000th  point. 

The  Minutemen  had  another  district  win  as  they  defeated 
William  Byrd  69—65,  but  they  suffered  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Amherst  in  their  next  game. 

The  following  week  the  Lord  Botetourt  Cavaliers  surprised  the 
team  with  a  79—78  score,  but  in  the  next  game  Liberty  out— scored 
district  member  Gienvar  84—63. 

Pennant  winner  of  the  district,  Cave  Spring,  again  over¬ 
whelmed  Liberty  73—59. 

The  Minutemen  won  the  second  meeting  with  their  county 
rivals  by  scoring  72  points  to  Staunton  River’s  59. 

Liberty  lost  its  last  game  with  Northside  83—64. 

The  Minutemen  made  an  outstanding  showing  in  the  Blue  Ridge 
District  Tournament.  Liberty  bombed  William  Byrd,  79—66  to  set 
up  the  thrilling  semifinal  match  with  Northside. 

A  great  team  effort  carried  the  boys  to  a  close  64-62  victory 
over  Northside  and  sent  them  into  the  finals  of  the  District 
Championship.  This  marked  the  first  time  a  Liberty  team  had 
advanced  to  the  finals. 

In  the  Championship  game,  the  Cave  Spring  Knights  proved  to 
be  the  district’s  best  as  they  pulled  away  in  the  second  half  for  a 
70-46  victory.  The  Minutemen  trailed  29—27  at  halftime  but  saw 
the  taller,  stronger  Knights  gradually  increase  the  margin  of 
victory. 

The  strong  second  place  finish  capped  an  outstanding  rebuilding 
year  for  the  Minutemen  who  were  picked  to  finish  sixth  in  the 
Blue  Ridge  District.
